MR. CONKLING’S GREAT SPEECH. 
Mr. Conkling’s speech at the Academy of 
Music in New York yesterday evening was 


will find it printed in full in our columns, 
and will agree that it well warrants the space 
given up to it and the unusual effort required 
to fetch ita thousand miles by wire. The 
announcement of the distinguished New 


Tork Senator’s first appearance in the cam- 


paign created keen anticipation, and many 
thousands of people were unable to 
obtain admission after the vast hall 
had deen filled ‘to its utmost capacity. 
The Republicans of New York and the 
country, notwithstanding their extravagant 
anticipations, will not be disappointed by the 
address, which is fertile in information, eon- 
vincing in argument, adorned by learning, 
illumined by flashes of wit, and only occa- 
sionally spiced with Mr, Conkling’s charac- 
teristic sarcasm. It is a speech which was 
sineerely designed to promote the Repub- 
lican cause in the approaching National elec 
tion, and it will not fail of its purpose. 

After declaring that one or the other of 
the two great political parties must con- 
trol the destiny of this country, Mr. 
Conkling presented a powerful, and largely 
an original, statement of the sectional 
issue which one of them represents. He 
traced back the phrase “bloody shirt” to 
ancient origin and authority, and proceeded 
to emphasize its significance at the present 
time with a formidable array of facta and 
figures which have a direct bearing upon the 
political and business prosperity of the Na- 
tion. His own arguments were strongly 
backed by a letter which he read from Gen. 
Grant, in which the great leader of the 
Union armies declared again that the coun- 
try requires the services of the Republican 
party until there shall be two National par- 
ties, and until every man shall exercise his 
right to vote according to his judgment, and 
shall have that vote fairly counted. 

The influence of the ex-Confederate senti- 
ment of the South, in and out of Congress, 
was vividly pictured by Mr. Conkling. The 
South has now thirty members of Congress 
and thirty Electors to represent disfranchised 
blacks. It has thirty-two Senators, and needs 
only seven at any time to make a majority of 
that body, and “it will never fail to have 
these,” added Mr. Oonkling, “if there are 
seven Northern Democrats there.” It lacks 
only forty-one members of the House and 
forty-seven Electors to give itabsolute control 
at all times; it has the Chairmanship of sev- 
enteen out of twenty-eight committees in the 
Senate, and these the most important, For 
instance, the little State of Delaware has 
the two Committees on Elections and 
Finance, while the great State of New York 
bas the perfunctory duty of watching the 
Patents; the unimportant State-of West 
Virginia controls the Committee on Appro- 
priations, while the vast Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania is charged with the Revision 
of the Laws,—a work long since completed. 
So in the House, the South has twenty-two 
Chairmanships out of forty-two in all. In 
fact. it only needs the control of the veto 
power lodged by the Constitution fp the 
Executive (now against it) to become \com- 
plete master of National affairs. ' 

How deplorable it will be to intruzt the 
material interests. of the country to the 
tender mercy of Southern legislation ts illus- 
trated by a sketch setting forth the relative 
commerce and taxpaying resources of the 
Nerth and South. Mr. Conkling figures out 
that the Democratic party of the South, 
which controls a Democratic Con- 
gress, represents not more than one- 
fourteenth of the producing, commercial, 
manufacturmg, and ‘taxpaying interests 
of the country. He cites statistics from 
the customs, the internal revenue, the rail- 
roads, marine, exports, imports, bank circu- 
lation and deposits, mail distribution, manu- 
factures, mining, immigrason, education, 
ete., which substantiate in detail the asser- 
tions he makes, and which ought to appeal 
with telling force to the capital and property 
interests of New York and the entire North. 
For what he calls the mildew and sterility”’ 
of the South, which are the results of 
vicious methods, cannot be  reason- 
ably trusted to discriminate against 
the thrift and prosperity of the North. 
The material interests of the country 
demand, as he affirms, “ just and friendly 
laws and the wholesome administration of 
the Government.” This can scarcely be as 
sured by placing the paying power of the

grabbing instincts and to promote the suc- 
cess of Hancock and English as almoners of 
office, and attempted concessions, trades, bar- 
gains, and divisions may probably be looked 
for between the Democrats and Greenback- 
ers, unless the latter refuse to make any 
alliance with their ancient enemies. Hence 
it is important that the merchants, the manu- 
facturers, the farmers, the business-men, and 
the substantial classes generally should be 
informed of the purpose to which the advo- 
cates of Greenbacklam are committed and 
for which they are willing to sacrifice all 
other issues and all other principles. 

1. They propose first to abolish all the Na- 
tional banks, and replace the 350 millions of 
notes with new issues of greenbacks regard- 
less of the 400 million limit fixed in the con- 
tract with the public creditors, and regard- 
less of the opinion of the Supreme Court 
that forced paper cannot be issued and made 
a legal-tender in time of peace. 

2. To purchase bonds with all the gold and 
silver in the United States Treasury and stop 
the redemption of the greenback, and thus 
make them permanently irredeemable while 
constantly inflating their volume, 

3. To refund none of the $762,000,000 of 
bonds falling due or becoming redeemable iu 
1881, but to pay them with the coin reserves 
in the Treasury and with new issues of irré- 
deemable greenbacks, which would require 
about 400 millions in addition to the present 
volume of greenbacks. There would then 
be nearly 1,000 millions of irredeemable 
greenbacks in circulation, regardless of all 
fiscal and constitutional objections. . 

4. To go on issuing more irredeemable 
notes and forcing them on the public credii- 
ors and people as fast as the bonds become 
redeemable, until all the National debt is 
changed into the form of irredeemable, de- 
preciated, fiat shinplasters. , 

This, in brief, is the program of the Green- 
back party on the currency question. We 
call the attention of business-men to these 
propositions, and ask them to consider their 
effect on the prosperity of the country. 

The direct effect of the policy thus out- 
lined may be readily foreshadowed. To be- 
gin with, the legal-tender paper money of 
the country will be practically doubled by 
the abolition of the National-bank notes and 
the substitution of Government forced paper. 
This single change would be radical enough 
to shake the present solid foundations of re- 
sumption to its fall, and cause suspension. 
But, in order to assure the abandonment of 
a specie basis, it is further proposed to pay 
out all the gold and silver now held in the 
Treasury to protect the Government paper 
currency, and all other coin which the Gov- 
ernment may be able to obtain, for the re- 
demption of the Government bonds which 
are tomature next year. With the volume 
of legal-tender notes doubled and the United 
States Treasury absalutely exhausted of its 
coin surplus and its coin resources, suspen- 
sion is compelled and specie-payment will of 
course be a thing of the past, and a new era 
of irredeemable n Gepreciated currency 
will then of necessity be established. What 
such notes will be worth when enough of 
them are manufactured to wipe outthe bonds 
and the National credit therewith each reader 
must judge for himself. Sad experience has 
taught the country what losses and suffer- 
ings are incident to an artificially inflated, ir- 
Tedeemable, depreciated, and depreciating 
currency, From the very mioment that re- 
demption on demand shall no longer be 
probable, depreciation will setin. The New 
York gold-rooms will be reopened and old- 
time gambling in specie will be revived, 

As the purchasing power of the irredeem- 
able currency shall fall off from month to 
month, there will be a practical contraction 
of money and a popular clamor for more 
issues of greenbacks to “equal the wants of 
trade.“ The more irredeemable notes that 
shall be issued, the greater will be the depre- 
ciation. This process will go on either to the 
natural outcome of repudiation, or till it 
shall be checked with the shock of another 
great panic, and atoned for through a long 
period of gradual contraction and universal 
depression, distress, and bankruptcy, 

In the meantime the same demoralizing, 
and in the end unprofitable, spirit of specula- 
tion will seize upon the gambling class of 
people that prevailed between the years 1565 
and 1872.

BRITISH AND AMERICAN AGRICULTURE. 

The London Times derivea great comfort 
from the report of Mesers. Pell and Read, the 
British Commissioners who visited the United 
States to examine and report upon the agri- 
cultural condition of this country. Our read- 
ers will remember that we printed the ma- 
terial facts of this report a few days ago, end 
the hopeful conclusions of the Commission- 
ers that the British farmers, and consequent- 
ly the British landlords, had nothing te fear 
from A can competition. 

The conclusions to which the British Com- 
missioners arrived were: That agriculture 
in the United States was a whally primitive 
institution; that it depended for its great 


yield upon the constant pursuit of virgin 


soil; that, as soon as this failed to yield, the 
producer moved on towards the setting sun; 
that under this system the yield of bread- 
stuffs at the East was continually falling off; 
and that the surplus wheat which the 
Americans had to sell was now produced at 
such vast distance from the seaboard that 
the cost of transportation must always pre- 
vent it being sold in competition with British 
wheat, except in years where the domestic 
supply of the latter was a failure, The same 
general result was also reached by the Com- 
missioners in the matter of meat supply, and 
in that of dairy. products.

When the hands of the President’s watch 
announced the hour of & he promptly called 
the assembly to order, and called upon the 
“volunteer musician to inaugurate a con- 
course of sweet sounds. It was like calling 
spirits from the vasty deep, for he failed to 
materialize. 

Mrs. H. 8. Lake, of this city, was intro- 
duced, and said that the stibject of her ad- 
dress was After Liberalism, What?” She 
had two reasons for asking the question, the 
first being the absolute success of the cause, 
and the second being the spiritual paralysis 
that many say is kelly to follow. 
Suppose the community should change into 
one of Liberalism only; there would be no 
church; the Bible be laid on the shelf along 
with the Hindoo Vedas.

A few days ago we stated that 833 
revenue payments by Illinois to the Govern- 
ment for the past year were $23,000,000. while 
those from the Solid South,“ with Maryland, 
West Virginia, and Missouri added, were only 
$5,700,000 larger. And yet our modest 
Southern friends in two or three of the 
Gulf States ask for 10 per cent of 
what Illinois pays, while a mere pittance 
is doled out for vastly more important works in 
our own State. Is it not about time that Illinois 
demanded some return for the vast amount she 
pours into the Public Treasury? Even 5 per cent 
tor half a dozen years will do. 

There is no special feature among the Chicago 
banks to distinguish the day from those of the 
past week.

It has now more than 
thirty such @kablishments; and the king- 
dom contains in all no less than 112 
steam factories. Most of these have been 
established with last ten years. There 
are, besides, about po factories which do not 
use steam. The Amber of artisans em- 
ployed is 25,000, the annual prod- 
ucts represent & valu@of 28, 000,000 sterling. 
The impediments to he growth of Greece 
have been the destrnctig, of the forests and 
the public debt, necessikting a burden of 
taxation very hard to be borne bythe people. 
The forests were cut: down by the 
Turks, and a revived »grovth has 
been prevented by the goats ef the 
natives, which ratige over the mountains 
and destroy every green thing. Of the veblie 
debt, only a fraction was ever apolied homet- 
ly to the benefit of the country. All of tig 
second loan of £1,200,000 that reache 


Greece, for instance, was the sum of £209,000; | 
and the other loans were scaled down by 


land pirates in proportion. 

Another source of distress to Greece has 
been the impracticable frontier bestowed 
upon her by the Powers in 180. This de- 
fect will be partially remedied by the Powers 
as soon as the provisions of the Berlin Con- 
ference are put in actual operation. But the 
embarrassments of the Government on ac- 
count of its theoretical boundaries will only 
then cease to be. Not only has the kingdom 
been a constant hot-bed of political agita- 
tion, but the people themselves have suffered 
most unquietly the reproaches of their coun- 
trymen, deprived of the benefits to which 
they were justly entitled. 

These facts and many others relating to the 
present condition of Greece are set forth in 
Prof. Jebb’s little volume, Modern Greece.“ 
The book includes two lectures delivered be- 
fore the Philosophical Institution at Edin- 
burg, and two additional papers. The title 
is not quite accurate, The first lecture, 
which is the most valuable, and will be for 
many readers the most interesting, part of the 
volume, does not relate to modern Greece, 
but is a rapid and very graphie survey of the 
history of Greece since the Macedonian con- 
quest. What Prof. Jebb has to say of the 
condition of the Greeks of to-day we 
may find in perhaps a hundred other 
volumes as comprehensive and accurate, 
if not so well written as his, notably in Lewis 
Sergeant’s Greece,“ noticed last year. But 
we would not know where else to go for so 
learned and picturesque an account of me- 
dieval Greece. The best quality of criticism 
has been combined with the knowledge of a 
scholar and the imagination of a poet to pro- 
duce an essay that may take rank with those 
which first made the Edinbury Review 
famous. The effort of the author in this first 
essay has been to represent medieval Greece 
to the mind of the reader so that it shall 
seem to bea reality. This is no small effort. 
lt requires, first of all, knowledge; next, 
im nation; thirdly, literary skill. The 
ea 


er may judge from this extract how well 
Prof. Jebb has succeeded : 
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é‘ n outw the cities he would 
have seen much of the old Hellenic character. 
Many of the ancient temples—some of them 
now converted to Christian use—were still per- 
fect or in fair preservation. invaders 
had made some havoc, and sheer neglect had 
done its work, ally in the Pelopennesus;

THE STILLWATER TRAGEDY. 

The close in the September Atlantic of 
Mr. Aldrich’s latest story reminds one how 
great is the debt of American literature to 
the fostering care of that periodical. Between 
the opening chapters of The Autocrat of the 
Breakfast-Table “ and the final instaliment of 
“The Stillwater Tragedy” there is an inter- 
val of twenty-three years. During that time 
the Atlantic has contained much of the best 
work of Lowell, Hawthorne, Emerson, Long- 
fellow, Holmes, Bryant, Whittier, Bancroft, 
Parkman, Thoreau, OUhanning, Mitchell, 
James Freeman Clarke, Stoddard, Whipple, 
Bayard Taylor, and T. W. Parsons,—a poet 
whose fame is by no means the measure of 
his genius. For female writers it has had 
Mrs. Stowe, Mrs. Whitney, Julia Ward Howe, 
Mrs. Kirkland, Mrs. Spofford, Fanny Kem- 
ble, Rose ‘Terry Cooke, Lucy. Lareom, Celia 
Thaxter, H. H.. Miss Woolson, Nora Perry, 
Miss Olney, Miss Alcott, and Miss Phelps. 
Of statesmen who have appeared sporad- 
ically in its pages may be mentioned Charles 
Sumner, Blaine, E. R. Hoar, and James A. 
Garfield. While the Atiantic has been dis- 
tinctively American, it has‘still had a few En- 
glish contributors. The most hardened Pro- 
tectionist, however, will hardly resent. the 
intrusion into a Cisatlantic periodical of 
Goldwin Smith, Arthur Hugh Clough, 
Charles Reade, Mary Cowden Clarke, George 
Eliot, Diekens, and Tennyson. Among all 
the authors whose pens have made the At 
lantic, from a literary point of view, the 
foremost of American magazines, none have 
written more yoluminously or more delight- 
fully than Mr. Howells, Mr. James, and Mr. 
Aldrich. We should like to say something 
about all three, but for the present Mr. 
Aldrich claims our exclusive attention. 

The Stillwater Tragedy is the story of 
m orphan boy, who, weary of splitting kin- 
ding-wood on holidays for a miserly old 
ume, runs away to sea. After four years 
of mutical life, involving shipwreck and a 
resid&ce of some duration on a desert island 
Where de crabs were not deviled, Richard 
Shackfox] returns penniless to his native 
Village. Mere ne obtains the place of 
draughtsmm in the marble-yard’ of Mr, 
Slocum, wh%emfipys him rather to annoy 
his old enemy Lenyel Shackford than from 
any esthetic considyations. Richard thrives 
among the gravestoms, which are supposed 
to keep men down, ad speedily rises to the 
superintendency of th yard. He is indis- 
pensable to Mr. Slocum and engaged to his 
daughter Margaret. A ittle while and Mr. 
Slocum’s mantle will fall u him,—not one of 
the marblo ones. 

This is the posture of afairs when one 
morning Lemuel Shackfo found mur- 
dered. The strong-box has hen rifled, and 
the waste-basket contains théminute frag- 
ments of some legal document. detective 
comes down from the city and Cages the ar- 
rest of several innocent persons. He also 
lays hands upon the real culprit, William 
Durgin, a young marbie-worker, who, hav- 
ing been in boyhood the playmate of Rich- 
ard, now nourishes for him a hatred which 
only his friend’s greater success can justify. 
Durgin, however, explains that certain red 
stains on his overalls came from the freshly- 
painted head of a pork-barrel, the hoops of 
which he had tightened for Mr. Shackford, 
and is discharged. Baffled but not beaten, 
Mr. Taggett, the detective, now enters 
himself as an apprentice in Slocum’s yard, 
and proceeds to work up the case on the the- 
ory that Richard is the murderer of his un- 
cle. In a short time he has circumstantial 
evidence enough to convict a bed-ridden par- 
alytic. A dictionary in Richard’s room yields 
a note from his uncle asking an interview on 
the night of the murder. Search of his 
workshop adds a chisel with a broken edge, 
the shape of which corresponds to the wound 
in the old man’s forehead, and a box of safe- 
ty matches, Which can be ignited only by 
friction on a strip of chemically prepared 
paper glued to the box.” The remnant 
of one of these matches had been 
found in the house of the mur- 
dered man, and Richard’s box lacks 
one of its complement. Besides, there are 
the fragments of the legal document, which 
was presumably a will disinheriting Richard. 
These facts are revealed to Mr. Slocum, and 
by him imparted to Margaret. The father 
almost believes Richard guilty, but the 
daughter's faith in him receives no shock. 
When informed of the accusation against 
him Richard is for the moment stricken 
helpless. He wanders into his uncle’s house. 
While he sits there brooding over his trouble, 
his eye happens to rest on the pork barrel. 
The head is painted blue. Just as he makes 
this discovery, Mr. Taggett enters with a 
warrant for his arrest. Richard now turns 
detective. He points to the blue-headed barrel. 
and then drags Mr. Taggett off to his board- 
ing-house, where the maid servant explains 
the presence in the dictionary of the letter 
which Richard had denied having seen. 
Delivered. in his absence, it had been 
placed there and forgotten. The piecing to- 
gether of the torn legal document, which 
turns out to be a will in Richard's favor, had 
already upset one of Mr. Taggett’s assump-

“ Elegiac,” “Old St. David's at Kadnor,” be- 
sides four folk-songs and three sonnets. 
„Ultima Thule,” the title of the collection, 
seems to be a farewell. Nothing in this vol- 
ume, we believe, will add anything to the 
fame of the great and good poet, but can it 
ever be said that fame should be afraid 
ofashadow of its own making?
